proceedings thereon, such register to be Open to 
public inspection daily, during office hours. 


Parliamentary Agents 


80. (a) Every Parliamentary Agent conducting 
proceedings before the House is personally responsi- 
ble to the House and to the Speaker for the ob- 
servance of the Standing Orders and Practices of 
Parliament, and also for the payment of all fees and 
charges. 


Misconduct of Agent 


(b) Any agent who wilfully acts in violation of 
the Standing Orders and Practices of Parliament, 
or who wilfully misconducts himself in prosecuting 
any proceedings before the House, is liable to an 
absolute or temporary prohibition to practise as a 
Parliamentary Agent, at the pleasure of the Speaker.

(e) Members presenting petitions are answerable that they do not contain any 
improper matter. 


(f) No petition can be received which prays for any expenditure, grant or charge on 
the public revenue, whether payable out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund, or out of 
moneys to be provided by the House.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


NOTE: The previous Standing Orders of 
the Legislative Assembly have been repealed 
and the following put into effect by an Order 
of the House passed on Thursday, December 
14th, 1978. 


Attention is drawn to the more important 
changes :— 


— No time limit. 
— No penalties for late filing. 


— Required notice of advertising reduced to 
four weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, Or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees 
shall be paid according to the amount of money 
involved :— 


On amounts less than $10,000............. 
On amounts over $10,000 and up to $25,000 50 
On amounts over $25,000 and up to $40,000 tis 
On amounts over $40,000 and up to $75,000 100 
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On amounts over $75,000 and up to $125,000 125 
On amounts over $125,000 and up to $175,000 = 150 
On amounts over $175,000 and up to $250,000 200

and an additional fee of $50 for every $100,000 over 
$350.000. 


Publication of Standing Orders ve Private Bulls 


(f) The Clerk of the House shall publish weekly 
in The Ontario Gazette the Standing Orders respect- 
ing applications for Private Bills. 


Required notice of applications 


(g) Notice of an application for a Private Bill 
shall be given before it is referred to a Standing 
Committee by publishing it once a week for at least 
four weeks in each of The Ontario Gazette and one 
newspaper circulated in the municipality most 
affected and the notice shall, 


(i) be signed by or on behalf of the applicant; 


(ii) clearly state the nature and object of the 
application ; 


(iii) when the application refers to any proposed 
work, indicate generally the location of the 
work; and 


Bills for debenture issues 


(iv) where the application is by a municipal cor- 
poration for authority to issue debentures, set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture 
debt and the amount of the rateable property 
of the municipality according to the last revised 
assessment roll of the corporation and in brief 
and general terms, the object for which the 
new issue of debentures is required. 


Clerk reports to Standing Procedural A ffairs 
Committee 


66. (a) The Clerk of the House shall refer to the 
Standing Procedural Affairs Committee any applica- 
tion that, in his opinion, does not comply with the 
Standing Orders. 


Declaration re advertising 


(b) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice. 


Letters Patent 


67. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Charter or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


Certificate of Minister of Revenue re Letters Patent 


68. No Bill relating to the status of a corporation 
shall be considered by any Committee until there 
has been deposited with the Clerk of the House a 
certificate of the Minister of Revenue showing that 
all taxes payable under The Corporations Tax Act 
in respect of the corporation have been paid. 

Reference to Standing Committee after first 
veading. Exceptions 


69. Every Private Bill when read a first time, 
shall, unless it is an Estate Bill, or a Bill providing for 
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a consolidation of a floating debt or for the con- 
solidation or renewal of debentures (other than 
local improvement debentures) of a municipal cor- 
poration, stand referred to the appropriate Standing 
Committee, and any Petitions to the House for or 
against the Bill stand referred to any such Com- 
mittee.

70. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) stand referred 
to the Ontario Municipal Board after first reading. 


Board to report 


(b) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that 
the Bill, or that part thereof relating to the matters 
referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, if 
any, alterations should be made in the Bill. 


Report to Clerk 


(c) A report shall be transmitted to the Clerk of 
the House. 


Bill and report to Standing Committee 


(d) The Bill and report shall stand referred to the 
appropriate Standing Committee. 


Estate Bills to Commissioners 


71. (a) Every Estate Bill stands referred to the 
Commissioners of Estate Bills after first reading. 


Commissioners to report 


(b) The Commissioners, or any two of them, shall 
report their opinion on the Bill and whether, 
presuming the allegations contained in the pre- 
amble to be proven to the satisfaction of the 
House, it is reasonable for the Bill to pass and 
what, if any, alterations are necessary. 


Report to Clerk 


(c) A report of the Commissioners of Estate Bills 
shall be transmitted to the Clerk of the House. 


Adverse Report by Commissioners 


(d) Where the Commissioners of Estate Bills 
report that, in their opinion, it is not reasonable 
that the Bill submitted to them pass into law, the 
Bill shall not be further considered. 


Notice re Hearing by Standing Committee 


72. (a) The Clerk of the House shall post on all 
notice boards five days notice of the date on which 
any Private Bill is to be considered by a Com- 
mittee and the notice shall be published in the 
Notice Paper. 


Notice of Next Day Meetings on Private Bills 


(b) The Clerk shall also publish in the Notice 
Paper a notice of any meeting of a Committee to 


consider Private Bills to be held on the following 
day. : 
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Consent of interested persons 


73. Any person whose interest or property may be 
affected by a Private Bill, when required, shall 
appear before the Committee considering the Bill 
to express his consent or objection, or may consent 
in writing, proof of which may be demanded by 
the Committee. 


On Order Paper after report 


74. Private Bills when reported by Standing Com- 
mittees or the Commissioners of Estate Bills shall be 
placed on the Order Paper for second reading. 


Bills initialled and signed by Chairman 


75. (a) The Chairman of a Committee considering 
a Private Bill shall initial each section of the Bill 
as it is passed and sign the Bill.

79. A Private Bill Register shall be kept in the 
office of the Clerk of the House, in which shall be 
entered, by the Clerk appointed for that purpose, the 
name, description, and place of residence of the parties 
applying for the Bill, or of their agent, and all the 
proceedings thereon, such register to be open to 
public inspection daily, during office hours. 


Parliamentary Agents 


80. (a) Every Parliamentary Agent conducting 
proceedings before the House is personally responsi- 
ble to the House and to the Speaker for the ob- 
servance of the Standing Orders and Practices of 
Parliament, and also for the payment of all fees and 
charges. 

Misconduct of Agent 


(b) Any agent who wilfully acts in violation of

(2) A purchaser is exempt from the payment and a 
vendor from the collection of the tax imposed by sub- 
section 4 of section 2 of the Act where all the performers 
in a theatrical or musical performance in a place of 
amusement are Canadian citizens or permanent resi- 
dents and where the performance will not be presented 
with the showing of a motion picture or with a carnival, 
circus, side show, menagerie, rodeo, exhibition, horse 
race, athletic contest or other similar performance. 


(3) Where subsection 2 is applicable, the vendor of 
admission to a place of amusement shall maintain evi- 
dence satisfactory to the Minister that the conditions in 
subsection 2 have been met. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsection 2, where a per- 
former in a theatrical or musical performance is not a 
Canadian citizen or permanent resident, the Minister 
may, where he is satisfied that the performer is a sub-

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

THE PROVINCIAL COURTS ACT 


RULES OF PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE OF 
THE PROVINCIAL OFFENCES COURTS 


1. In these rules, “Act” means The Provincial 
Offences Act, 1979. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 1. 


2. These rules apply to proceedings under the Act 
and a word or term in the Act has the same meaning in 
these rules as it has in the Act. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 2. 


3. These rules shall be construed liberally so as to 
obtain as expeditious a conclusion of every proceeding 
as is consistent with a just determination of the pro- 
ceeding. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 3. 


4. The following apply to the calculation of a period 
of time prescribed by the Act, these rules or an order of a 
court: 


1. The time shall be calculated by excluding the 
first day and including the last day of the 
period. 


2. Where a period of less than six days is pre- 
scribed, a Saturday or holiday shall not be 
reckoned. 


3. Where the last day of the period of time falls 
on a Saturday or a holiday, the day next fol- 
lowing that is not a Saturday or a holiday shall 
be deemed to be the last day of the period. 


4. Where the days are expressed to be clear days 
or where the term “at least” is added, the time 
shall be calculated by excluding both the first 
day and the last day of the period. O. Reg. 
200/80, r. 4. 


5. A notice or document given or delivered by mail 
shall, unless the contrary is shown, be deemed to be 
given or delivered on the seventh day following the day 
on which it was mailed. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 5. 


6. For the purpose of proceedings under Part I or II 
of the Act, the amount of fine set by the court for an 
offence is such amount as may be set by the chief judge 
of the provincial offences courts. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 6. 


7.—(1) An application provided for by the Act or 
these rules shall be commenced by notice of motion. 
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(2) There shall be at least three days between the 
giving of notice of motion and the day for hearing the 
application. 


(3) An applicant shall file notice of motion at least 
two days before the day for hearing the application. 


(4) Evidence on an application may be given, 
(a) by affidavit; 
(6) with the permission of the court, orally; or 


(c) in the form of a transcript of the examination 
of a witness. 


(5) Upon the hearing of an application and whether 
or not other evidence is given on the application, the 
justice may receive and base his decision upon infor- 
mation he considers credible or trustworthy in the cir- 
cumstances. 


(6) An application may be heard without notice, 
(a) on consent; or 


(b) where, having regard to the subject-matter or 
the circumstances of the application, it would 
not be unjust to hear the application without 
notice. 


(7) Subrules 1 to 4 do not apply in respect of an 
application under section 67 of the Act. O. Reg. 200/ 
S30), 1. 7. 


8.—(1) A provincial offences officer who files a cer- 
tificate of offence in the office of a court shall file with 
the certificate of offence a certificate control list, in the 
form that shall be supplied by the clerk of the court, 
with the certificate recorded on the list. 


(2) A single certificate control list may be filed with 
as many certificates of offence as can be accounted for 
on the certificate control list. 


(3) The clerk of the court shall endorse on the certifi- 
cate control list a receipt for the certificates of offence 
filed with the certificate control list. 


(4) The clerk of the court shall, on request, give a 
copy of the receipt to the provincial offences officer who 
filed the certificate control list. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 8. 


9. The clerk of a court shall not accept for filing a 
certificate of offence more than seven days after the day 
on which the offence notice or summons was served 
unless the time is extended by the court. O. Reg. 
200/80, r. 9. 


10. The clerk of the court shall endorse the date of 
filing on every certificate of offence filed in the office of 
the court.’ ©O.‘Reg, 200/80, rr. 10. 


11.—(1) Upon the delivery of an offence notice with 
a signed not guilty plea to the office of the court 
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specified in the notice, the clerk of the court shall set a 
day and time for trial. 


(2) The clerk of the court shall give notice of the trial 
to the defendant and prosecutor at least seven days 
before the day set for trial. 


(3) A certificate as to the giving of a notice of trial 
endorsed on the notice of trial by the clerk of the court 
shall be received in evidence and, in the absence of 
evidence to the contrary, is proof of the giving of the 
notice stated in the certificate. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 11. 


12.—(1) A defendant who attends at the time and 
place specified in an offence notice for the purpose of 
proceeding under subsection 1 of section 7 of the Act 
shall give the offence notice to the court specified in the 
notice. 


(2) The court shall give to a defendant a receipt for an 
offence notice delivered to the court in accordance with 
subrule 1. O, Reg. 200/30; r. 12. 


13. The following matters shall be dealt with only in 
court: 


1. Quashing a proceeding, except under section 
9 of the Act. 


2. Amending an information or certificate of 
offence. O. Regn200/80, 5203: 


14. A justice shall not quash a proceeding or amend 
a certificate of offence in respect of a defendant who is 
appearing before the justice for the purposes of section 7 
of the Act. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 14. 


15. Where a defendant appears before a justice 
under section 7 of the Act and it appears that the certifi- 
cate of offence has not been filed in the office of the 
court, the justice may receive the plea of guilty and 
submissions of the defendant and specify the amount of 
fine he will impose and the time he will allow for pay- 
ment when the certificate of offence is filed and a con- 
viction is entered. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 15. 


16. Where a defendant appears before a justice 
under section 7 of the Act and the justice is of the 
opinion that the certificate of offence is so defective on 
its face that it cannot be cured under section 34, 35, 36 
or 37 of the Act, the justice shall refuse to accept the 
plea, shall inform the defendant of the reason for the 
refusal and shall inform the defendant of the provisions 
of section 5 of the Act. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 16. 


17. Money paid to the office of a court by a defen- 
dant who was served with an offence notice shall be 
refunded to the defendant if the certificate of offence is 
not filed in the office of the court named therein within 
seven days after the day on which the offence notice was 
served or within such extension of time as may be 
granted by the court. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 17. 


18. Every justice shall keep a daily docket, in the 
form that shall be supplied by the clerk of the court, on 
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which the justice shall record the disposition of every 
proceeding or matter under Part I or IJ of the Act dealt 
with by him. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 18. 


19.—(1) A justice who, 


(a) acting under section 7 of the Act, imposes a 
fine that is less than the set fine and less than 
the minimum fine prescribed for the offence 
by the provision that creates the penalty; or 


(6) acting under section 9 of the Act, quashes a 
proceeding, 


shall endorse on the certificate of offence or the infor- 
mation, as the case may be, the decision and reasons. 


(2) In addition to recording the decision on a daily 
docket, a justice referred to in subrule 1 shall complete a 
separate report, in the form that shall be supplied by the 
clerk of the court, of the decision and the reasons for the 
decision. 


(3) A completed report mentioned in subrule 2 forms 
part of and shall be kept with the records of the court 
maintained by the clerk of the court. O. Reg. 200/80, 
rol; 


20. Upon payment of a fine, the clerk of the court 
shall, upon request, issue to the defendant a receipt for 
the payment. O. Reg. 200/80, r. 20. 


21. A justice who, under subsection 3 of section 70 of 
the Act, issues a warrant of committal, shall enter in the 
records of the court the reasons for the issuance of the 
warrant. QO. Reg. 200/80, r. 21. 


22. Where a person is sentenced to a term of impris- 
onment and a warrant of committal is issued for custody 
of the person to commence, under subsection 2 of sec- 
tion 64 of the Act, on a day that is later than the day of 
sentencing, the clerk of the court, as soon as practicable 
after the warrant is issued, 


(a) shall cause to be given or delivered to the 
person a notice stating the warrant has been 
issued and specifying the place where and the 
time within which the person is to surrender 
into custody; and 


(b) shall deliver the warrant to the individual 
who is to accept the custody of the per- 
son. O, Reg. 200/80, r. 22,

(a) shall complete and deliver to the person 
making the request a certificate of preparation 
of transcript in Form 302 of Ontario Regula- 
tion 202/80; 


(>) shall ensure that the transcript is prepared 
with reasonable diligence; 


shall obtain and attach to the transcript a 
certificate by the person who prepared the 
transcript that it is an accurate transcription 
of the evidence and reasons recorded at trial; 
and

(d) shall notify, 
(i) the appellant, 


(ii) the clerk of the court in which the 
appeal is taken, and 


(ili) if the Crown Attorney is not the 
appellant or respondent, the Crown 
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Attorney, when the transcript has been 
completed.

26. The clerk of a court who receives notice of the 
decision of an appeal court on an appeal from a decision 
of the court shall give the notice and any written reasons 
or endorsement included with the notice to the justice 
whose decision was appealed from. O. Reg. 200/80,

27.—(1) Where, upon an appeal, the appeal court 
has directed a new trial, upon application by the pros- 
ecutor without notice a justice shall issue a summons to 
the defendant. 


(2) Where a justice issues a summons under subrule 
1, the clerk of the court shall, as soon as is practicable, 
give notice to the prosecutor of the time and place of the 
trial.

1. Subject to section 2, the annual rate of interest 
from time to time payable on deposits received through 
any Province of Ontario Savings Office shall be deter- 
mined and paid in accordance with the following con- 
ditions: 


1. Such annual rate of interest shall not exceed 
by more than % of 1 per cent per annum the 
annual rate of interest from time to time being 
paid by chartered banks and trust companies 
carrying on business in Ontario on deposits 
received by them on terms similar to those on 
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which deposits are received from the public 
through Province of Ontario Savings Offices. 


2. Indetermining the annual rate of interest to be 
paid on deposits received through any Prov- 
ince of Ontario Savings Office, regard shall be 
had to maintaining such offices’ competitive 
position with other financial institutions. 


3. The annual rate of interest from time to time 
payable on deposits received through the 
Province of Ontario Savings Offices shall be 
calculated on the minimum monthly balance 
on deposit, and shall be paid on the last days 
of March and September in each year. 


4. Whenever any change occurs in the annual 
rate of interest generally paid by chartered 
banks and trust companies carrying on busi-

(h) the authorization for police officers or full 
time fire fighters to enforce the provisions of 
the traffic regulations relating to parking on 
fire routes. 


2. To pass by-laws to require the owner of a building 
to put money in lieu of providing off-street vehicle 
accommodation and to provide that such payment 
would be held in a reserve fund and be used for the 
purposes of providing municipal parking lots. 


3. To prohibit the racing of motor vehicles within the 
City without the consent of Council. 


4. Topass by-laws prohibiting within the City the use 
or setting or maintaining of leg hold traps, killer 
traps or snares.

(ii) A member of the Ombudsman’s staff carrying 
out Ombudsman functions under The 
Ombudsman Act, shall not express to anyone, 
other than to the Ombudsman or to his 
authorized delegate, his or her opinion, 
recommendation or other similar comments 
respecting the decision, recommendation, act 
or omission purported to have been commit- 
ted by or on behalf of the governmental 
organization in question or respecting any- 
thing else arising out of the investigation of the 
complaint by the Ombudsman and _ his 
staff.

5. The Committee concurs in the recommendation 
that preliminary investigations by the Ombudsman’s 
office shall be limited to cases wherein further informa- 
tion is required by the Ombudsman or any member of 
his staff either to confirm a complaint or wherein 
immediate assistance of a complainant is required and 
the circumstances of the complaint make the immediate 
implementation of the procedural requirements of The 
Ombudsman Act impossible. Once the substance of the 
complaint has been confirmed by the Ombudsman or 
his staff or where the immediate disposition of the com- 
plaint is neither possible nor advisable, the require- 
ments of The Ombudsman Act must be followed.

CONDITIONS OF CARRIAGE—LIVESTOCK 
CARRIERS 


1. A bill of lading issued by the holder of a Class F 
operating licence transporting livestock shall be iden- 
tified by some numerical or alpha-numerical code and 
shall contain, 


(a) the name of the consignor; 
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(b) the name and address of the consignee; 
(c) the originating point of the shipment; 
(d) the destination of the shipment; 

(e) the date of the shipment; 


(f) the name of the originating carrier issuing the 
bill of lading; 


(g) the names of connecting carriers, if any; 
(1) particulars of the goods; 
(7) the gross weight of each shipment; 


(7) a space to show the declared valuation of the 
shipment, if any; 


(k) information as to whether the charges are 
prepaid or collect; 


(1) aspace to show the amount to be collected by 
the carrier on a C.O.D. shipment; 


(m) a statement in conspicuous form to indicate 
that the carrier’s liability is limited by a term 
or condition of the applicable schedule of rates 
or by other agreement; and 


(n) the words “at owner’s risk” where the ship- 
ment is at the owner’s risk. O. Reg. 224/80, 
Se od. 


2. A waybill shall bear the same number or other 
positive means of identification as the original bill of 
lading and shall show the name of the consignor, the 
name of the consignee, the originating point of the 
shipment, the date of the shipment, connecting carriers, 
if any, particulars of the goods carried on the vehicle 
and information as to whether the charges are prepaid 
or collect.

SCHEDULE 
1. Liability of Carrier 
The carrier of the goods herein described is liable 
for any loss thereof or damage or injury thereto, 
except as herein provided. 
2. Liability of Originating Carrier 
Where shipments are handled by more than one 


carrier, the carrier issuing the bill of lading, in 
addition to any other liability hereunder, is liable 
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for any loss, damage or injury to the goods caused 
by or resulting from the act, neglect or default of 
any other carrier to whom the goods are delivered 
and from whom the other carrier is not by terms of 
the bill of lading relieved and the onus of proving 
that such loss, damage or injury was not so caused 
and did not so result is upon the carrier issuing the 
bill of lading. 


. Recovery from Connecting Carrier 


The carrier issuing the bill of lading is entitled to 
recover from any other carrier to whom the goods 
are delivered in the course of their conveyance to 
their final destination the amount of the loss, dam- 
age or injury that the carrier issuing the bill of 
lading may be required to pay hereunder caused by 
or resulting from the handling of the goods by the 
other carrier, if the carrier issuing the bill of lading 
is not relieved therefrom by the terms of the bill of 
lading, and if the loss, damage or injury was not 
caused by the act, neglect or default of the carrier 
issuing the bill of lading, subject to the onus set out 
in article 2. 


. Remedy by Holder of Bill of Lading 


Nothing in article 2 or 3 deprives the holder of the 
bill of lading or the party entitled to the goods of 
any remedy or right of action that he may have 
against the carrier issuing the bill of lading or 
against any other carrier. 


. Exceptions from Liability 


The carrier is not liable for loss, damage or delay to 
any of the goods described in the bill of lading 
caused by an act of God, the Queen’s or public 
enemies, riots, strikes, defect or inherent vice in 
the goods, the act or default of the shippper or 
owner, the authority of law, quarantine or differ- 
ences in weights of livestock caused by natural 
shrinkage. 


. Stoppage in Transit 


Where goods are stopped and held in transit at the 
request of the party entitled to request it, the goods 
are held at the risk of the owner. 


. Delay 


No carrier is bound to transport the goods by any 
particular public commercial vehicle or in time for 
any particular market or otherwise than with due 
dispatch, unless by agreement specifically 
endorsed on the bill of lading and signed by the 
parties thereto. 


. Routing by Carrier 


In the case of physical necessity, the carrier has the 
right to forward the goods by any conveyance or by 
any route between the point of shipment and the 
point of destination but, if the goods are forwarded

Subject to article 10, the amount of any loss, dam-

Where a shipment is accepted for carriage by more 
than one carrier, the original contracting carrier 
and the carrier who assumes responsibility for 
delivery to the consignee (hereinafter called the 
delivering carrier), in addition to any other liability 
hereunder, are liable jointly and severally for any 
loss of or damage to the goods while they are in the 
custody of any other carrier to whom the goods are 
or have been delivered and from which liability the 
other carrier is not relieved.

Failure by the 
carrier to effect delivery within the time 
specified on the face of the bill of lading shall 
render him liable for reasonable food and 
lodging expenses incurred by the consignee. 


(b) Failure by the consignee to accept delivery 
when tendered within the time specified on 
the bill of lading shall render him liable for 
reasonable storage in transit, handling and 
redelivery charges incurred by the carrier. 


. Routing by the Carrier 


In case of physical necessity where the carrier for- 
wards the goods by a conveyance that is not a 
licensed for-hire vehicle, the liability of the carrier 
is the same as though the entire carriage were by 
licensed for-hire vehicle. 


. Stoppage in Transit 


Where goods are stopped or held in transit at the 
request of the party entitled to so request, the goods 
are held at the risk of that party. 


Valuation 


Subject to article 10, the amount of any loss or 
damage for which the carrier shall be liable, 
whether or not the loss or damage results from 
negligence of the carrier or its employees or agents, 
shall be computed on the basis of the value of the 
lost or damaged article or articles at the time and 
place of shipment. 


Maximum Liability 


(a) The amount of any loss or damage computed 
under article 9 shall not exceed the greater of:

12. Notice of Claim

Every person, whether as principal or agent, ship- 
ping explosives or dangerous goods without previ-

Undelivered Goods

CONDITIONS OF CARRIAGE—GENERAL 
FREIGHT CARRIERS 


1. Subsection 1 of section 12” of the Act does not 
apply to holders of Class E, Class F or Class R operating 
licences, except holders of Class F operating licences 
transporting livestock, bricks, tile, cement, cement 
blocks or cinder blocks.

(c) the originating point of the shipment; 
(d) the destination of the shipment; 

(e) the date of the shipment; 


(f) the name of the originating carrier issuing the 
bill of lading; 


(g) the names of connecting carriers, if any; 


(h) the particulars of the goods comprising the 
shipment; 


(i) a space to show the declared valuation of the 
shipment, if any; 


(7) information as to whether the charges are 
prepaid or collect; 


(k) a space to show whether the C.O.D. fee is 
prepaid or collect; 


(1) aspace to show the amount to be collected by 
the carrier on a C.O.D. shipment; 


(m) aspace to note any special agreement between 
consignor and carrier; 


(n) a statement to indicate that the uniform con- 
ditions of carriage apply; 


(0) a verbatim statement of the notice of claim 
requirements in the uniform conditions of car- 
riage; and 


(p) a statement in conspicuous form to indicate 
that the carrier’s liability is limited by a term 
or condition of the applicable schedule of rates 
orbyotheragreement.

SCHEDULE 


1. Liability of Carrier 


The carrier of the goods herein described is liable 
for any loss of or damage to goods accepted by him 
or his agent except as hereinafter provided. 


2. Liability of Originating and Delivering Carriers 


Where a shipment is accepted for carriage by more 
than one carrier, the carrier issuing the bill of 
lading (hereinafter called the originating carrier) 
and the carrier who assumes responsibility for 
delivery to the consignee, (hereinafter called the 
delivering carrier), in addition to any other liability 
hereunder, are liable for any loss of or damage to 
the goods while they are in the custody of any other 
carrier to whom the goods are or have been deli- 
vered and from which liability the other carrier is 
not relieved. 


3. Recovery from Connecting Carrier 


The originating carrier or the delivering carrier, as 
the case may be, is entitled to recover from any 
other carrier to whom the goods are or have been 
delivered the amount of the loss or damage that the 
originating carrier or delivering carrier, as the case 
may be, may be required to pay hereunder result- 
ing from loss of or damage to the goods while they 
were in the custody of such other carrier. 


When shipments are interlined between carriers, 
settlement of concealed damage claims shall be 
prorated on the basis of revenues received. 


4. Remedy by Consignor or Consignee 
Nothing in article 2 or 3 deprives a consignor or 


consignee of any rights he may have against any 
carrier. 
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Exceptions from Liability 


The carrier shall not be liable for loss, damage or 
delay to any of the goods described in the bill of 
lading caused by an act of God, the Queen’s or 
public enemies, riots, strikes, a defect or inherent 
vice in the goods, the act or default of the consig- 
nor, owner or consignee, authority of law, 
quarantine or difference in weights of grain, seed, 
or other commodities caused by natural shrinkage. 


. Delay 


No carrier is bound to transport the goods by any 
particular vehicle or in time for any particular 
market or otherwise than with due dispatch, unless 
by agreement specifically endorsed on the bill of 
lading and signed by the parties thereto. 


. Routing by Carrier 


In case of physical necessity where the carrier for- 
wards the goods by a conveyance that is not a 
licenced for hire-vehicle, the liability of the carrier 
is the same as though the entire carriage were by 
licenced for-hire vehicle. 


Stoppage In Transit 
Where goods are stopped and held in transit at the 


request of the party entitled to so request, the goods 
are held at the risk of that party. 


. Valuation 


Subject to article 10, the amount of any loss or 
damage for which the carrier is liable, whether or 
not the loss or damage results from negligence, 
shall be computed on the basis of, 


(a) the value of the goods at the place and time of 
shipment including the freight and other 
charges if paid; or 


(6) where a value lower than that referred to in 
paragraph a has been represented in writing 
by the consignor or has been agreed upon, 
such lower value shall be the maximum lia- 
bility. 


Maximum Liability 


The amount of any loss or damage computed under 
paragraph a orb of article 9, shall not exceed $4.41 
per kilogram computed on the total weight of the 
shipment unless a higher value is declared on the 
face of the bill of lading by the consignor. 


Consignor’s Risk 


Where it is agreed that the goods are carried at the 
risk of the consignor of the goods, such agreement 
covers only such risks as are necessarily incidental 
to transportation and the agreement shall not 
relieve the carrier from liability for any loss or 
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damage or delay which may result from any neg- 
ligent act or omission of the carrier, his agents or 
employees and the burden of proving absence from 
negligence shall be on the carrier. 


Notice of Claim 


(a) No carrier is liable for loss, damage or delay to 
any goods carried under the bill of lading 
unless notice thereof setting out particulars of 
the origin, destination and date of shipment of 
the goods and the estimated amount claimed 
in respect of such loss, damage or delay is 
given in writing to the originating carrier or 
the delivering carrier with sixty (60) days after 
delivery of the goods, or, in the case of failure 
to make delivery, within nine (9) months from 
the date of shipment. 


The final statement of the claim must be filed 
within nine (9) months from the date of ship- 
ment together with a copy of the paid freight 
bill. 


Articles of Extraordinary Value 


No carrier is bound to carry any documents, specie 
or any articles of extraordinary value unless by a 
special agreement to do so. If such goods are car- 
ried without a special agreement and the nature of 
the goods is not disclosed hereon, the carrier shall 
not be liable for any loss or damage in excess of the 
maximum liability stipulated in article 10 above. 


Freight Charges 


(a) If required by the carrier, the freight and all 
other lawful charges accruing on the goods 
shall be paid before delivery and if upon 
inspection it is ascertained that the goods 
shipped are not those described in the bill of 
lading, the freight charges must be paid upon 
the goods actually shipped with any addition- 
al charges lawfully payable thereon. 


Should a consignor fail to indicate that a 
shipment is to move prepaid, or fail to indicate 
how the shipment is to move, it will automati- 
cally move on a collect basis. 


. Dangerous Goods 


Every person, whether as principal or agent, ship- 
ping explosives or dangerous goods without previ- 
ous full disclosure to the carrier as required by law, 
shall indemnify the carrier against all loss, damage 
or delay caused thereby, and such goods may be 
warehoused at the consignor’s risk and expense. 


. Undelivered Goods 


(a) Where, through no fault of the carrier, the 
goods cannot be delivered, the carrier shall 
immediately give notice to the consignor and 
consignee that delivery has not been made, 
and shall request disposal instructions. 


(b) Pending receipt of such disposal instructions, 
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(i) the goods may be stored in the 
warehouse of the carrier, subject to a 
reasonable charge for storage, or 

(ii) provided that the carrier has notified 
the consignor of his intention, the 
goods may be removed to and stored in 
a public or licensed warehouse at the 
expense of the consignor, without lia- 
bility on the part of the carrier, and 
subject to alien for all freight and other 
lawful charges, including a reasonable 
charge for storage.

35. A board other than a board appointed under 
section 68 of the Act or an isolate board, shall be paid a 
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grant in respect of each capital project of the board that

(a) the lesser of the project cost approved by the 
Minister for grant purposes and the expendi- 
ture of the board that is the sum of, 


(i) current expenditure for 1980 on the 
project, and 


(ii) expenditure on the project in 1980 and

over, 


(b) the product of the quotient, correct to two 
places of decimals, obtained by dividing the 
amount determined ina by the product of 100, 
the day school average daily enrolment for 
grant purposes for 1980 and the grant 
weighting factor for 1980, and 


(i) in respect of a project for provision of a 
secondary school, or an appropriate 
unit thereto that is pursuant to subsec- 
tion 4 of section 255 or to subsection 1 
of section 266 of the Act the sum cal- 
culated at 0.015 mills in the dollar 
upon the equalized assessment for the 
secondary school board, or 


(ii) in respect of other projects, the sum 
calculated at 0.153 mills in the dollar in 
the case of a public or separate school 
board, or at 0.074 mills in the dollar in 
the case of a secondary school board 
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upon the equalized assessment for the 
board.

PART 12 


ASSISTANCE IN RESPECT OF APPORTIONMENT 


36.—(1) A divisional board of education shall be 
paid a grant equal to the portion of its apportionable 
sum required that is not apportioned to a municipality 
or locality under Ontario Regulation 230/80 because of 
the limitation included therein in clause a of subsection 
2 of section 2 in the case of a public school board and 
clause a of subsection 2 of section 3 in the case of a 
secondary school board.

(a) $1200 per day school pupil enrolled at the 
school on the last school day in September 
where such enrolment is 100 or fewer, or 


(b) the lesser of $150,000 and the amount of

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

REPORT ON CLASS ‘R’ HEARINGS 


In accordance with the policy statement of the Board, 
Class ‘R’ hearings were conducted throughout the 
Province during February, March and April. 


The Board dealt with 236 applications during 23 days 
of hearings. 


The format has been most helpful to the Board and 
we believe to the public. The most important benefits 
have been: 


1. Allowing witnesses to support a number of appli- 
cants with one appearance has shortened the 
hearing process. 


2. The total testimony of a large number of witnesses 
together with all available statistics and economic 
forecasts provided the Board with a comprehen- 
sive overview of the needs of all areas in the prov- 
ince in time to issue operating authority sufficient 
to meet the demand. 


The Board granted certificates to 166 applicants. The 


141 vehicles in Region 2 
136 vehicles in Region 3 
58 vehicles in Region 4 
72 vehicles in Region 5 
41’vehicles in Region 6 


We believe the additional vehicles are generally suffi- 
cient to meet current demand. Evidence indicates 
demand will increase during the summer and reach a 
peak in early autumn, although it is very difficult to 
quantify demand, particularly in a year when high 
interest rates may drastically curtail residential and 
industrial construction. 


Considering all the available evidence we believe the 
following forecast of Class ‘R’ requirements by region 
will be beneficial to prospective applicants. The Reg- 
ions are listed in the order of greatest potential need 
during 1980. 


REGION 6— 


A buoyant forest industry and extensive highway 
construction is placing heavy demands on the Class ‘R’ 
industry. Additional vehicles will probably be required 
in this region. 


REGION 3— 


Demand for Class ‘R’ vehicles will be influenced by 
the amount of residential and industrial construction. 
Extensive industrial construction is planned for the 
Windsor-Sarnia area but evidence was inconclusive as 
to the amount that would be done in 1980. There is 
extensive highway construction in this region and addi- 
tional vehicles may be required. At this time we believe 
the demand for ‘R’ vehicles in relation to supply will be 
much less than in 1979, 


REGION 5— 


The overall supply of ‘R’ vehicles is fairly good. 
Highway construction in the vicinity of North Bay and 
Huntsville may create local shortages and need for 
additional vehicles will be governed to some extent by 
carriers willingness to move from other areas. Some 
shortages were experienced in the District of Timis- 
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REGION 2— 


This region has the greatest number of licensed Class 
‘R’ vehicles and also the greatest potential for demand. 
It also has the highest percentage of vehicles authorized 
but unlicensed. As of January 9, 1980 in excess of 500 
vehicles were authorized but not licensed. Shifts in the 
construction industry are a most important considera- 
tion. The available economic forecasts indicate there 
will probably be little need for additional Class ‘R’ 
vehicles in Region 2 during 1980. 


REGION 4— 


With the exception of some localized demand, for the 
most part due to highway construction in the Pem- 
broke-Arnprior area, the region is well supplied with 
Class ‘R’ vehicles. During 1979 a number of Ottawa 
area operators worked in Region 6. We believe very few 
additional vehicles will be required during 1980. 


The Board does not foresee a need for temporary or 
emergency authority to any extent during 1980. We are 
now in a position to deal with permanent applications to 
meet anticipated demand. 


The Board will carefully monitor the situation and 
respond to any unforeseen demand. 


Applicants are urged to obtain the necessary opera- 
ting authority before purchasing their vehicles.

(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied.
